The Wise county 
commissioners’ 
count and E. H. Baumgaertner of the 
Decatur light plant, have disagreed 
over furnishing electric lights for the 
courthouse, and since Tuesday night 
the “ temple of justice” has been as 
the proverbial stack of black cats. 
The commissioners claim that a con­ 
tract was entered into with Mr. Baum- 
f aertner some two months ago for the 
Decatur light and power company to 
furnish electricity for the courthouse 
at the rate of 15 cents a killowot, and 
that a meter was purchased and in­ 
stalled by the commissioners at the 
tilde the contract was made; and they 
now 
claim that 
Mr. 
Baumgaert- 
ner comes with an account against the 
couhty far in excess of the regulation 
meter rates. 
This the court positive­ 
ly refuses to stand for, and the lights 
were promptly 
turned out Tuesday 
night. It is supposed that the com­ 
missioners will install the gas lights 
which are proving so satisfactory to 
many of our merchants, being, they 
claim, cheaper and far superior to the 
electric lights in this town. 
It is reported that the commission- 
and Mr. Baumgaertner’s differ­ 
ences will be taken into the courts 
and settled.

We your duly empanelled Grand 
Jury for the Nov. term A. D. 1908 beg 
to submit this final report to your 
Honor. 
While we find that peace and quiet­ 
ude generally prevails over our coun­ 
ty. yet we find that there is likely 
some liquor being sold despite the ef­ 
forts of the officers of the county to 
prevent sam#. The reason of this is, 
in our opihion, due to the fact that 
the man who buys liquor from a boot­ 
legger does not hesitate to perjure 
himself to keep from giving him away 
as a rule. 
We also find that there is some 
gaming going on in the county; this 
law however, is not likely to be vio­ 
lated to a very great extent. 
We al­ 
so find that there is a great deal of 
disposing of mortgaged property go­ 
ing on. We believe that this is due in 
part to the fact that petit juries have 
been very prone to ^ q u it these de­ 
fendants in the past, hence di scour­ 
g in g the officers in what effort they 
have made to prevent violation of this 
law. 
We have visited and inspected the 
connty jail, and found it well kept, 
and in good condition, except some 
leaks around the windows which we 
reccommend to be fixed by the prop­ 
er authority. 
We also recommend that the court 
house roof be repaired where leaks 
now exist. 
We have been in session nine days, 
and during that time have examined 
al least one hundred witnesses, and 
have as a result found 14 true bills, 
7 felonies, and 7 misdemeanors.

INFANT FEEDING. 


HEED SO UTHERN PROTEST. 


Baltimore’s school board, heeding

Sherman is represented as “a con­ 
queror riding his horse in triumph 
over the prostrate south, typified by 
a branch of Georgia pine trampled 
beneath his horse’s feet—a presenta­ 
tion abhorrent to all southern peo- 
pie.” 


HORRORS. 


The effects of wrong feeding 
in 
Adult life, including those of alcohol­ 
ism and other forms of intemperance, 
are undoubtedly hereditary whether 
the habits of alcoholism, tobacco and 
unnatural eating are transmissible or 
not. We know that the vitality of the 
infant is determined by the vitality of 
the parents—though not altogether by 
the average vitality—and the powers 
of nutrition are the fundamental pow­ 
ers transmitted to offspring. 
We may not always be able to trace 
family history in eyes and lungs, but 
we can always find it in stomach and 
liver and intestines. 
The food of the young dog, horse, 
cow, ape and human, in common with 
all other mammalia, is milk. The nat­ 
ural food of the mature dog is flesh; 
that of the others is vegetable. 
The 
digestive systems of the ape and man 
resemble, slightly, that of the dog; 
not, I think, as some argue, because 
their natural food is largely flesh, but 
because nuts closely resemble flesh, 
chemically. 
The gorilla has “canine" 
teeth, but it is a strict vegetarian. The 
boar’s “canine” teeth are his means 
of defense. 
Albumen, the chief constituent of 
flesh, is digested chiefly in the stom­ 
ach by the action of the gastric fluid. 
Accordingly, the intestine of the dog 
is short in proportion, the stomach be­ 
ing 60 per cent, of the entire digestive 
tract. The cow’s stomach is very com­ 
plicated; she has, in fact, four stom­ 
achs. 
This is because her natural 
food requires much dilution with sa­ 
liva and rumination before it can be 
passed on to the intestine, not thai 
proteid Is the chief element of the 
cow’s food, as in the dog. 
Now the stomach of the cow plays 
a much more important part, relatively 
to the intestinal digestion, than in 
man. Cow’s milk is, chemically and 
mechanically, adapted to this physio­ 
logical difference. It does not as soon 
break up into small curds, and 
is, 
therefore, retained longer in the calf’s 
stomach. 
This peculiarity partly ex­ 
plains the difficulty of digesting cow’s 
milk and should be considered in any 
attempt to modify cow’s milk so as to 
adapt it to infant feeding. 
We know that the health of the in­ 
fant, its nervous moods, its physical 
health and temper in general, are in­ 
fluenced by those of 
the 
mother, 
through the food. This alone would in­ 
dicate the impossibility of 
perfect 
adaptation of cow’s milk to 
infant 
feeding. 
At best it is unnatural, but 
as it is in many cases necessary, part­ 
ly or entirely, we must make the most 
of it. 
An imperfectly nourished child 
is more liable to diseases of child­ 
hood and survives with greater dif­ 
ficulty. 
Food is not, of course, the 
only requirement for health, but it is 
fundamental. 
In cases in which cow’s milk must 
be used, care should be taken to see 
that the cow is healthy, unless herd 
milk is used, that no preservative is 
used, that the bottles and other ves­ 
sels with which it comes in contact 
are washed well with boiling water, 
never with river or cistern water, that 
it is not unnecessarily exposed to dust 
or barnyard contamination, for milk 
absorbs bacteria as a sponge absorbs 
water and they develop very rapidly. 
The feeding bottle should be thorough-

]y washed in bolling water after and 
before using. 
It is best to have two, 
the one not in use kept immersed in a 
solution of common baking soda. 
Cow's milk can not be made iden­ 
tical with the infant’s natural food; 
but it can be approximated to it. The 
chief difficulty to be overcome is to 
modify the large curds of cow’s milk 
that tend to remain in the stomach 
longer than they should, as the de­ 
velopment of the calf’3 stomach re­ 
quires that its food shall have a much 
heavier curd than that required by the 
infant, in which intestinal digestion 
is more important. 
The use of lactic 
tablets, as explained In my last ar­ 
ticle, entirely obviates this difficulty 
besides overcoming other 
objections 
to the use of cow's milk. 
To reduce the proportion of the ele­ 
ments in cow’s milk to approximately 
the standard of human milk, pour off 
about half of the fat that settles to 
the top of the bottle; add as much wa­ 
ter as the whole amount of milk and a 
tablespoonful of sugar. 
Milk sugar is 
to be preferred to cane sugar, always 
objectionable. 
The addition of a lit­ 
tle lime water is, in many cases, bene­ 
ficial. 
As a rule infants, like adults, are 
overfed. 
No doubt one of the les­ 
sons for the greater endurance and 
freedom from disease of wild animals 
is the fact that the young are 
less 
likely to be overfed, as every natural­ 
ist knows. 
An infant probably would 
starve in one-tenth the time that an 
adult can subsist without food, but 
eating too often and too much 
be­ 
comes a habit with the infant as with 
the adult. An infant may cry for food 
when it is food drunk; what it may 
need is water. 
And children cry for 
other reasons than because they are 
hungry. 
Stopping an infant’s cry con­ 
tinually with food is easy but unwise. 
Nature provides an extremely light 
diet for the first few days of infancy. 
Let us not supersede her method till 
we know better. 
Once every two hours 
is 
often 
enough for the first month and every 
third hour thereafter. 
If there is a 
real demand between the 
periods, 
sweetened water should be given (dis­ 
tilled or boiled water and milk sugar). 
Constant overfeeding causes an abnor­ 
mal appetite, as in the adult, that is 
never satisfied. 
No definite rule can be laid down as 
to the amount required. The best that 
has been suggested is, an ounce for 
each 
month, 
beginning 
with 
two 
ounces, increasing to eight ounces at 
eight months, after which full milk 
will be used. 
Moderate, judicious ex 
ercise 
now 
becomes 
important. 
A 
child needs exercise before 
it 
can 
walk. 
The freer its opportunities for 
movement the better. 
The infant digestive system is not 
adapted to cereal food, always a cause 
of more or less digestive difficulty and 
expenditure of vitality, even in the 
adult. Under no circumstances should 
white bread, moistened with tea, cof­ 
fee, milk or gravy be given to an in­ 
fant. 
There are many infant foods on the 
market, composed of cereals or of 
cereals with milk, malted. In cases of 
milk poisoning, or of serious digestive 
disorder 
resulting from unbalanced 
feeding, due to the inadaptability of 
cow’s milk, something must be sub­ 
stituted for the mill:, but it does not 
follow that because a child improves 
on the substitution of one of these 
prepared 
cereals 
it 
is 
better 
as a permanent diet. 
It is also well 
to keep in mind that a child is not 
healthy merely because it is fat. 
It 
may be failing to develop the diges­ 
tive system normally. 
It may become 
so “flabby” that it will fall a prey 
to disease when the fatty degenera­ 
tion has reached its limit and the con­ 
ditions are favorable for disease. 
The common practice, when cow’s 
milk disagrees, is to adapt the milk 
by mixing it with oatmeal or barley 
water. 
This cereal tends to break up 
the coarse curd of cow’s milk, but it 
is 
in itself unsuitable, though 
the 
remedy is better than the disease; the 
prepared 
foods 
are 
better 
as 
the 
cereal in them is malted. 


Cereal foods are digested with <Hf« 
Acuity by the adult and should not 
be given freely to children. 
^Sparse 
bread, never less than two days old, 
is preferable to fine white 
bread 
which a child should never be given 
fresh. 
At the age of one year a very Email 
quantity of pulverized fresh peanut 
may be taken, at noon, in water, form­ 
ing a peanut cream, and the amount 
very gradually increased till at two 
It forms half the diet. 
A small piece 
of zwiebach may now be added to the 
evening meal and very gradually in­ 
creased till It becomes one-half, by 
weight, of the evening meal, when 
both should be continued. 
At three, the regular diet of child­ 
hood should be fully established. 
At 
seven in the morning a drink of wa­ 
ter with lemon juice and only enough 
sugar to make it acceptable; at eight, 
apple, cantaloupe, ripe banana or oth­ 
er fruit; nothing else, unless water is 
called for. 
At ten as much artificial 
buttermilk as can be taken; at noon a 
slice or more of whole wheat or com­ 
bination cereal bread with pulverized 
peanut. If the child is really hungry 
and healthy he will eat this with good 
relish. 
At three give the modified milk. 
At six zwiebach with honey or, lf pre­ 
ferred, prunes only. 
Give water as 
often as called for between meals, but 
nothing else. 
Let the solicitous parent be fully as 
sured that this diet will develop the 
highest qualities of body and mind 
and that sickness will be avoided, if 
the child is properly aired, watered, 
exercised and amused and protected 
from stagnated, foul air, bad water 
and sudden changes of temperature 
or too much clothing in warm weather. 
The goat is the healthiest of all ani­ 
mals, always free from tuberculosis. 
Its milk is in every respect superior 
to cow’s 
as a substitute in 
infant 
feeding, and it ought to be adopted 
for general use, there being no rea­ 
sonable objection but lack of knowl­ 
edge of the facts. 
It is a poor goat that will not give 
from one to four quarts of milk a day, 
and it costs no more to feed than a 
dog, where there is a fair-sized back 
yard. 
Tests show that goat’s milk approxi­ 
mates to the natural infant’s food 
more closely than does cow’s milk. Di­ 
gestive tests indicate 
it to be three 
times more digestible, the curds be­ 
ing much finer and the fat far more 
soluble. 
Absolute cleanliness and freedom 
from disease is, however, the chief 
recommendation of goat’s milk. 
“Go to the hills and drink goat’s 
milk,” was the prescription of Hippo­ 
crates, the father of medicine, for 
tuberculosis. 
We are 
making 
the 
search for a cure for “the great white 
plague” a serious matter, as it should 
be, but the true cure is at least fully 
suggested in the method of the Greek 
physician. 
Dr. Koch, the eminent discoverer of 
the tuberculosis germ, says the bo­ 
vine and the human germ are not the 
same. 
However 
this may be, milk 
from a tuberculous animal is unwhole­ 
some; it may furnish a medium for 
the culture of tuberculosis. 
A case 
is on record in which a farmer, pro­ 
hibited from selling the milk of an in­ 
fected herd, fed it to his hogs and 
they were infected. 
Now 
comparative 
anatomy 
and 
physiology and evolution attest that 
the nutritive system of the pig close­ 
ly resembles m an’s. 
It is chiefly because of the superior 
healthfulness, in general, of the goat, 
and its immunity from tuberculosis in 
particular, that I have advocated the 
substitution of goat’s for cow’s milk 
in infant feeding.

That cast iron will swell rem ark­ 
ably in bulk when alternately heated 
and cooled was shown about three 
years ago by Alexander 
E.

Iron castings, such as grate-bars and 
Uke like, when subjected to great heat 
Cor & long period of 
time, 
warped, 
twisted, and eventually cracked, but 
4he true cause thereof had never been 
scientifically investigated, and various 
theories, such as ‘oxidation’ of the 
metal, ‘burning’ of some of the com­ 
ponent parts, ‘absorption of sulphur’ 
from fuel, etc., were commonly 
ad­ 
vanced to account for the facts. 
“In order to study the effects 
of 
le a l on metals, Mr. Outerbrldga pre­ 
pared a number of test-bars, all of the 
same size, of cast iron, wrought iron, 
steel, copper and bronze. 
These bars 
—-which were exactly one foot long 
and one inch square section—were 
inclosed in an iron pipe about two feet 
long, the ends of the pipe being lined 
with fire-clay. 
“The pipe containing the bars was 
ifoen placed in a gas-furnace and heat-

ed for about ten hours to a high tem­ 
perature, but not sufficiently high to 
soften the pipe or melt the test-bars. 
“The pipe was allowed to cool down 
over night before opening, and the 
inclosed test-bars taken 
out 
when 
quite cold and accurately measured. 
The cast-iron bars differed from all 
Oil the others in that they had all 
grown permanently longer and thick­ 
er; the bars of steel showed, on the 
contrary, a very slight diminution in 
dimensions, while the 
other 
metal 
bars were unchanged in size. 
“These tests were then 
repeated 
many times, and, surprising to relate, 
the cast-iron bars continued growing 
in length, breadth and thickness, un­ 
til the increase in volume amounted to 
no less than 46 per cent., after which 
there was no further Increase by sub­ 
sequent heating and cooling. 
It was 
found that the bars were unchanged 
in weight and retained their metallic 
solidity in appearance to the 
naked 
eye. 
“When, however, a thin section of 
one of the bars was examined under 
a powerful microscope it was found 
coarser in texture than a section of 
the same bar before the p erm an en t 
increase in 
dimensions 
had 
taken 
place, 
“It was also found, as might be ex­ 
pected, that the strength of the metal 
was as decreased in proportion to the 
permanent, 
expansion. 
Mr. 
Outer 
bridge found by 
miscroscopic 
and 
chemical examination that the 
ex­ 
traordinary enlargement of cast iron 
is due to a movement 
among 
the 
molecules or individual particles of 
cast iron (which 
is 
a 
crystalline 
metal) and not to oxidation or absorp­ 
tion of sulphur or to burning out of 
any of the component parts. 
“Soon various practical applications 
of this discovery were found 
.

among which the following may be 
noted: 
“In the American Machinist of July 
7, 1907, a maker of marine gas-engines 
describes how a cast-iron piston 3% 
inches in diameter and 4Vfe inches 
long which had become worn by fric­ 
tion until it was too small for further 
use was caused to ‘grow’ to its orig­ 
inal size in one treatm ent and that he 
had been able to restore it promptly 
into daily use, whereas formerly a 
newr piston would have been required, 
causing considerable delay ard ex­ 
pense.”

A Home-Made Barometer. 
Take one-fourth ounce of pulverized 
camphor, 
62 
grains 
of 
pulverized 
nitrate of potaslum, 31 grains nitrate 
of ammonia and 
dissolve 
in 
two 
ounces alcohol. 
Put the solution in a 
long, slender bottle, closed at the top 
with a piece of bladder containing a 
pinhole to admit air, says Metal Work­ 
er. When rain is coming the solid par­ 
ticles will tend gradually to mount, 
little crystals forming in the 
liquid, 
which otherwise remains clear; if high 
winds are approaching the liquid will 
become as if fermenting, while a film 
of solid particles forms on the sur­ 
face; during fair weather the liquid re­ 
mains clear and the solid particles will 
rest, at the bottom. 


What a Test of the New Gun Dem­ 
onstrated. 


A test, made at the Springfield arm­ 
ary, of the noiseless rifle invented by 
Hudson Maxim, is described in Ma­ 
chinery. 
Says this paper: 
“The test demonstrated that the re­ 
port of a service army rifle was so 
seduced by the device as to be inaudi­ 
ble at a distance of 150 feet from the 
person firing. 
The invention is of a 
nature similar to the muffler of a gas 
engine. Its essential parts are a valve 
that closes the bore of the gun imme­ 
diately after the projectile has passed 
tile valve. 
This closure of the valve 
prevents the sudden expansion of the 
gases, the gases being emitted slowly. 
The result is that the characteristic 
report of a rifle 
is reduced 
three- 
fourths in loudness, it being judged by 
the officials who were present that the 
efficiency of the apparatus was about 
seventy-four per cent. 
In the report 
at the test it is stated that upon firing, 
the report was like the snapping of 
jo s’g fingers accompanied by a slight

hissing as the gases escaped. 
The 
sound 
of the hammer striking the 
firing-pin was much sharper than the 
report of the piece. 
The invention 
appears to be entirely practicable and 
it is thought that it will work a revo­ 
lution in warfare. 
The firing line of 
an army equipped with noiseless and 
smokeless rifles will be very hard to 
locate, as there will be neither noise 
nor smoke to guide the observer as to 
the position of the enemy. 
A danger­ 
ous feature of the new weapon is that 
it lends itself admirably to the coward­ 
ly assassin. 
With a noiseless gun it 
will be possible to shoot down a man 
in the street without alarming the po­ 
lice. 
On the other hand, as a game 
gun the new rifle will be highly prized, 
it being possible with it to shoot an 
animal without scaring the remainder 
of the herd; but even that has 
its 
drawback, as it will tend to make the 
business of pot-hunting successful.”

Johanna Gadski has brought 
to this country a fad that has become 
quite the rage in Germany, where it 
was introduced by no less a personage 
than the crown princess herself.

Eightieth district was in Ft. W orth 
early last night from his home at Sli­ 
dell, Wise county, en route to Austin, 
where he will be present this morning 
when the lower house of the legislature 
is called to order. This is Mr. T urner’s 
first service among the lawmakers and 
he has not pledged himself in the speak­ 
ership contest, having known none of 
the candidates personally, though he 
expressed a leaning toward Kennedy. 
In discussing his position on matters 
of probable legislation, Mr. Turner 
said: “ I shall vote for tho submission 
of the question of state-wide prohibi­ 
tion to a vote of the people, and for a 
law guaranteeing bank deposits. I 
have no pet bills as yet which I will 
introduce, but you may depend upon 
me to do all in my power to prevent 
any vicious measures at the hands of 
the legislature. I am anxious to see 
everything possible done for the bet­ 
terment. of the educational interests of 
the state, and to that end I shall favor 
a bill for graduated tjrm s of compul­ 
sory school attendance. We are com­ 
ing to this iii Texas, but I think we 
should do so gradually by making the 
compulsory terms short at first and 
then lengthening them as the public 
is educated up to it. 
“ I am also in favor of some sane 
amendments to the present tax law, and 
shall insist on a revision of the anti­ 
pass law so as to allow publishers to 
carry contracts with the railroads in 
which advertising space is exchanged 
for mileage.” 
Mr. Turner is a prominent druggist 
at Slidell and was prevented from go­ 
ing to Austin early by an accident in 
the family of the man who takes charge 
of his business, in which the wife was 
Killed in a runaway accident last week. 
Mr. Turner has not missed a copy 
of the Record since it came into exist­ 
ence.—The Ft. W orth Record.
